And when by the gen- 
erofity of his brother, he inherited the Mount- 
Vernon eftate, & by the far greater generos- 
ity of the young Mrs. Martha Cuftis, he was 
made one of the wealthieft men in America, 
he continued the fame, independent and 
good. He walked with juflice, and juftice is 
one of the mighty pillars that fupport the 
throne of him, who is the fame yefterday, to 
day, and forever. 

He uted often to fay, that to be juf, aman 
-muft fometimes ceafe tobe generous. Gen- 
erous minds have been known, efpecially 
when young, to gratify their benevolence, e- 
ven at the .expence of their honefty. The 
reafon is, acts of generofity give greater plea- 
fure to ourfelves ; they attraét on us the ad. 
miration and love of others; and every fer- 
mon we hear, every novel we read, dwells on 
the praifes of charity. But let no honeft 
youth defpair, becaufe he is not able to be 
generous. - Let him reflect, that we are un- 
der greater obligations to be honeft than gen- 
erous, though generofity is excellent in its 
place. Society may fubfift without generos- 
ity, but not without juftice.
